Only “Bill’s” Picture on Dresser Witness to Murder 
and Tinsel Life of Victim 


This is the inside story revealed 
by the murder of the young woman 
whose body was found on the floor 
of her apartment at 1330 West 
Eleventh street shortly before mid- 
night Saturday. 

It took death—a grim sordid 
slaying, to bring forth the story 
of Vera Stone, as those who knew 
her see it. Her story, they say, 
was a story of a great love, of

“Bill” Stone was one of the most 
popular police officers when he met 
Vera, his former friends said yes- 
terday.

A vertical geological section of 
the Ballona Fam. such as is de- 
ing exposed by the deep trenches 
of the outfall sewers, reveals that 
within a depth of twenty-five feet 
from the surface it is underlaid 
by two distinct formations. 

The uppermost of these consists 
of a bed of moderately fine whit- 
ish sand with very Mttle clay. It

The long and wide- 
ly se trenches of the Hav- 
erty Company afforded exposures 
such wide intervals and sv 
fresh in their character that the 
facilities for these observations 
were unusually good. 

The writer visited four other lo- 
calities in the plan where trench- 
ea were open, the farthest being 
over a mile away, in order to ob- 
serve whether the stra hic 
conditions had lateral extent and 
continuity.

MAURICE BRAUN AT 
CANNELL-CHAFFIN’S 


With the return to us of Mau- 
rice Braun, California welcomes 
back a poet in paint, whose tender 
lyrics have long charmed her eyes 
with their subtle harmony of deli- 
cate coloring. Three years in Con- 
necticut have given him other 
themes in other keys, but he has 
epproached nature in the same 
quiet and certain manner; striking 
no false notes; sensitive to rare 
color suggestions; tinging all his 
canvases with that sense of fairy- 
land which is one of the ingre- 
dients of his palette. 

Autumn in New England ie the 
dominant theme of his exhibition. 
Autumn in its glory of reds, cop- 
pers and golds; its russet hills seen 
across the blue mirror of the Con- 
necticut River. Whatever is love- 
ly tin these scenes this artist 
les upon and with a sure dec- 
orative sense turns into a picture. 
His work is not dramatic, and I 
could sometimes wish for a more 
primitive undercurrent of feeling, 
but i is rarely given to any art- 
ist to have within him the seeds 
of all things. In fact, he is well 
off who has discovered his own 
limitations and consciously works 


within them. Braun has a true 


fecling for beauty, invariably com- 
well, and knows how to 
paint a picture. If an artist is to 
satisfy his public he must turn his 
emotions into pictures—something 
more than splashes of paint on 
canvas. This is one of the secrets 
of Braun's popularity. His paint- 
ings are always good pictures and

is Maurice Braun's snow scenes. To 
these he brings a sense of light- 
ness which so many painters miss. 
Snow is not heavy; nor does not 
feel cold in a snow-carpeted coun- 
try-side comparable with the cold 
of a bleak stormy day.

CLARK LANDSCAPES, 
AMBASSADOR GALLERY 


One of the foibles—he dare not 
call them virtues—of the editor of 
this column is the giving of much 
gratuitous advice to the artists. 
Sometimes the suggestion is acted 
upon, more often not. It must 
be confessed that the editor is, 
generally, seeking self-preserva- 
tion when he proffers these little 
nuggets from his store of wisdom. 

We have protested, in season, at 
the multiplicity of exhibitions held 
at one and the same time, and at 
the size of them. The painters 
and sculptors of our town—and of 
all other townse—seem to have 
small conception of human endur- 
ance and newspaper space. When 
one plays a trump card, that is, 
holds an exhibition, all the oth- 
ere crowd in pell-mell to follow 
sult. The result is great weari- 
ness of body and spirit to every- 
one concerned, and the artists 
have almost spolled thelr own 
game—which is to sell as many 
pictures as possible, or at any 
rate to get the public to look at 
them. Also, to get into the news- 
papers with a modicum of space 
at a minimum of price—general- 
ly for nothing. 

The other charge against the 
artists, the huge size of their 
shows, is no longer as tenable as 
it was. The exhibitions are grow- 
ing smaller. The editor's remarks 
have been heeded, or perhaps it 
is only that the artists are wak- 
ing to common sense. Maybe 
they are beginning to put the 
check-rein on their temperaments. 
However, thie may be, many of 
our shows are now of quite pos- 
sible and pleasurable size. You 
spend a half-hour in one 
without a sense of horrible fa- 
tigue. Witness Paul Lauritz’s at 
Barker's. twelve pictures—not 
jcountin the thirteenth. Witness 
Alson Clark's at Stendahle Fal- 
lery in the Ambassador, less than 
a dozen. Yet both painters are 
prolific workers with the brush. 
Their self-restraint—their good 
sonse—is admirable. 

Every painter paints a lot of 
things he shouldn't show under 
any constderation, since 
two-thirds of an artist's output in

MAURICE BRAUN AT 
CANNELL-CHAFFIN’S 


With the return to us of Mau- 
rice Braun, California welcomes 
back a poet in paint, whose tender 
lyrics have 1 charmed her eyes 
with their subtle harmony of deli- 
cate coloring. Three years in Con- 
necticut have given him other 
themes in other keys, but he has 
approached nature in the same 
quiet and certain manner; striking 
no false notes; sensitive to rare 
color suggestions; tinging all his 
canvases with that sense of fairy- 
land which is one of the ingre- 
dients of his palette. 

Autumn in New England ts the 
dominant theme of his exhibition. 
Autumn in tts glory of reds. cop- 
pers and golds; its russet hun seen 
across the blue mirror of the Con- 
necticut River. Whatever is love- 
ly In these scenes thie artist 
selzes upon and with a sure dec- 
orative sense turns into a picture. 
His work is not dramatic, and I 
could someti wish for a more 
primitive undercurrent of feeling, 
but it is rarely given to any art- 
ist to have within him the seeds 

In fact, he is well 
of who has discovered his own 
limitations and consciously works 
within them. Braun has a true 
fecling for beauty, invariably com- 
poses well, and knows how to 
paint a picture. If an artist is to 
patiefy his public he must turn his 
emotions into pictures—something 
more than splashes of paint on 
canvas. This is one of the secrets 
of Braun's popularity. His paint- 
ings are always good pictures and 
consequentiy have a definite place 
in the homes whose walls they dec- 
orate, 

One of the first things to de- 
light us in this charming group 
is Maurice Braun's snow scenes. To 
these he brings a sense of light- 
ness which so many painters miss. 
Snow is not heavy; nor does not 
feel cold in a snow-carpeted coun- 
try-side comparable with the cold 
of a bleak stormy day. Brewn has 
caught the sunny exhilaration of 
winter in “Snow Clad Hills.” There 
le a very delicate happy atmos- 
phere in this small canvas — so 
gently does the soft white 
press the earth.

“You know.“ she began, “that 
meeting all you people out here 
that I have heard about so long is 
so much easier because there has 
been such a splendid sale of my 
records in the West. It es me 
feel as if you knew me, some 
way.” 

Nome one suggested that she 
tell about making records. 

“Oh, it's all very interesting. 
Hearing ones playing photo- 
graphed—for that's what it 
helps one to improve tremen- 
dously. Everything owe up. 
One cannot play too loudly or the 
needle jumps out of the groove, and 
if one plays too softly it does not 
record distinctly. 

“Of course, sometimes it is nec- 
ecessary to have many trials before 
an absolutely perfect master rec- 
ord is obtained. One might make 

a flawless record of an extremely 
difficult number and then have 
trouble with a really simple piece. 
Once I had just that very expert- 
ence. It cured me of profanity, 
too! 

“I was playing the Mendelssohn 
‘Spring Song. Well, I am not at 
all given to expressing my feeling 
in slang, but I had played that 
plece over and over again, and I 
always seemed to get one wrong 
note into it eomewhere. After I 
had been just as careful as 1 pos- 
sibly could one wrong note slipped 
into the very last measure. With- 
out thinking, I lifted my hands and 
said, „ damn! 1 wes sur- 
prised at myself, but I immediately 
made another record and made it 
richt. Several days later, when I 
was recording another number, the 
managers said, ‘Here's a record 
you must hear. Well, they played 
zy recording of Mendelssohn's

Corona has the largest § rock-

000 granite-crushing plant ts used 
exclusively for roofing materials. 
In the hills near Corona are 
tensive clay beds used for the pro- 
duction of bricks and pottery. The 
Master Automatic Heater Com- 
pany’s plant in Corona has an 
output of 180 domestic heaters a 
week. 
BUILDING RECORD 
Building permits for 1922 in Co- 
rona were $83,606, while tn 1928 
they were $345,159, a gain of more 
than 300 per cent. Some eighty- 
seven new homes were erected 
during the last year, including two 
business blocks. Corona has 
two large grammar schools and «a 
junior high @chool. A new high 
school has recently been com- 
pleted on a fifteen-acre site on 
West Sixth street. 
Five miles of new street paving in 
Corona and three miles of orna- 
mental lighting, or 285 lights, have 


been ordered for Main and Sixth 
streets. These lights are similar to 
those installed at Riverside. 
Corona has three banks, First 
National, Corona National and 
Citizens’ Bank for Savings. Al- 
though market conditions for cft- 
rus fruits have not been favorable 
there has been an in- 
* of 15 per cent in number of 
bank deposits and an increase of 
20 per cent in deposits. 


Corona has a $25,000 Public Li- 
brary. a $30,000 City Hall and fire 
station and a $12,000 Woman's 


clubhouse. A splendid new coun- 
try club has been organized with 
clubhouse and links a short dis- 
(tance from the city. Corona has 
dally newspaper, the Dally In- 
dependent, and a weekly paper, the 
Corona Courier. 

The Chamber of Commerce, Ro- 
tary and Lions’ clubs are active or- 
ganizations, while most of the lead- 

ing fraternal organizations are 
represented in the town. One of 
the finest parks in Southern Call- 
fornia is situated in Corona, and 
boasts a baseball diamond, fire- 
places for picnic parties, a wading 
pool for children and other fea- 
tures, 
Corona hopes for the completion 
of Newporj Harbor, which will 
mean deep-water transportation 
for Coronas soil products. Plans 
are already under way to join Co- 
rona at the north by 8000 acres of 
fertile land untouched by the 
plowshare.

Chino has a romantic history 
interwoven with the activities at 
the famous old Chino ranch house. 
Many persons, later prominent in 
the history of California, used to 
stop at the Chino ranch house on 
their overland journeys. Some 
800,000 head of cattie and 8000

horses used to range on the ori- 


inal ranch and over the present 
townsite of Chino. Richard Gird 
a New Yorker who discovered and 
developed the mines at Tombstone, 
Ariz., bought the big Chino ranch 
of 48,000 acres in 1881. He later 
divided it and sold part of the big 
estate to the Chino Land and Wa- 
ter Company. 

At present, the Davidson Invest- 
ment Company of Long Beach is 
subdividing the acreage around the 
old ranch house, the latter being 
remodeled for a esmart country 
club. The valley from Pasadena

known as San Gabriel except for 
the smooth, green siopes of the 
old ranch, known as Chino Valley. 

Chino is known as the place 
where everything grows. Leal 
dairymen predict that their section 
is going to be the milkhouse of | 

Angeles. The number of 
dairies in this section has increased 
more than 100 per cent in the 
last year, this being due, it is said, 
to the fact that lands are cheaper 
than in the San Fernando Valley. 
Hines, formerly known as a dairy- 
ing center, is also losing this in- 
dustry due to the active subdivid- 
ing of lands between that town 
Long Beach. 
LARGE SUPPLY 

Twelve trucks travel twice a 
day between Chino and Los An- 
geles transporting 15,000 gallons 
of milk a day. Chino, alone, sup- 
plies ‘one-tenth of all the milk 
used in the city of Los Angeles. | 
The producer gets $100 a can &| 
month. This means that Chino re- 
ceives $120,000 a month for her 
milk or practically one and a half 
million a year. 

There are several tracts in 
the Chino section to be subdivided.

the amount of starchy foods. All sweats 
should be eliminated. We would recom- 
mend for the first week or two of the tres 
ment, or until the gas has practically disap 
peared, that starchy food be eaten only 
once 4 day, and then almost alone, or com- 
- bined as we will indicate further on in this 
article. The reduction of the amount of 
starchy food should be persistently carried 
out regardless of loss of weight or strength 
until the gas has been reduced to the mini- 
mum: then the amount may be gradually 
increased: but the increase should be slow 
enough that there is no increase in the 
amount of gas. In fact, there ought to be a 
decrease as the starch-digestive functions 
gradually recuperate. 
“The person troubled with starch indiges- 
tion should be particularly careful as 4o the 
preparation oof starchy foods. Cereals 


such as rice should not be cooked into a 
pasty mass. Fresh bread should be thor- 
oughly toasted. Bread four days old, which 
is dried out enough that it will require con- 
siderable chewing, may be taken; but toast- 
ed bread is on the whole decidedly safer 
for the starch-indigestion patient. Pota- 
toes and other starchy food should not be 
fried. 

“Since digestion of starchy food begins in 
the mouth, and the saliva is an important 
factor in their digestion, all foods of this 
class should be thoroughly chewed. The 
average person with starch indigestion 
eats too fast. 

“The next suggestion we would make to 
sufferers from starch indigestion is to eat 

_ their starchy foods alone or nearly 80. 
This will get us away from the danger of 
getting our starch into combination with 
other foods that are incompatible with it. 
Meats and acid foods seem to interfere with 
the digestion of starches in the person 
whose digestion is below par. Acid fruits 
and fruit juices and meats of all kinds, par- 
ticularly beef and mutton, should be kept 
away from starchy foods, in a person who 
has a tendency to starch indigestion. 


“After the first week on a limited amount 
of starchy foods, this class of foods can be 
gradually increased, until a sufficient 
amount of them is being taken to maintain 
the strength, and to bring about a gradual 
increase in weight if this is desirable. In 
the meantime the precautions about prepa- 
ration, thorough chewing, and right com- 
bining of this class of foods should be care- 
fully observed. In those who have marked 
orgenic pathology in the intestinal tract it 
is surprising how rapidly the starch diges- 
tien cau be built up by these measures; 
and how quickly we can get away from the 
untoward symptoms of gas, acidity, consti- 
pation, nervousness and lack of strength.”

WERE looking at a picture of Robert 

Stevenson not long ago. And 
looking at the picture we thought of so many 
he said—things that no one else ever said so 
And we recalled that he once told those w 
courage to share it with others.
